Also, the drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because 
they include the reference characters "42" and "92" which are not mentioned in the specification.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 8 have been found to be allowable over the prior art because 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest a tire safety system comprising: 

a chemicals container(s) inside the inflatable member(s), capable of receiving an 
electrical signal at an activation input, wherein the chemicals container(s) contains chemicals 
capable of mixing and reacting to form pressurized gas inside the inflatable member(s) for 
inflation when a signal is received at the activation input; and 

a computer receiving tire air pressure readings from the tire air pressure sensor sending a 
signal to the activation input upon a sudden change in tire air pressure, 

in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 2-7 and 9-12 have been found to be allowable over the prior art due to said 
claims' dependency on one of the above claims.
